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upper Jmtfms or Cutters y the other drawn out^ and fo remained 
Toothlefs, as to them ^ for about 25 years^ when (he perceived^ 
that anew Tooth came forth (without anj pain) next the Camm 
of the left Check : And about two years after^another Tooth grew 
out likewife without pain^ clofe by the former. The firft whereof^ 
never came to above half the length of her former Cutters, the 
latter fcatcc breaking the skin : Eoth which yet proved fervice- 
able, till about fix weeks fince, when fhe eating (no hard, crufty, 
orfolid) Meat, that Tooth which came out firft, fell down into 
her Mouth , without any loofnefs before hand perceived, or any 
pain 5 which had not a phan^ like other Cutters, but much lefs^and 
ihorter. The other abides firm, aud ferviceable. 

To the truth of thefe Relations, not onely the faid ^ofcfh Shutt- 
and Mart A Stert, have put the one his name, the other her Mark,, 
the third and feventh oi January ^ i6^6.but zKoSivWiiHam Strode:, 
and Mr. ColePrejfe have fubfcribed the fame, as believing the Rela- 
tion to be true.

meda'^s Girdle, tobefeenatthisvery prefent. 

As to the former of thefe Stars 5 he afpms , that^ as it hath

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Aftronomers obfcrved alfo this new fh^nommn ^ which was cab 
led by them Nehulofdin Cingulo Andromeda. Concerning which> 
he notes J that-the fame had been already feen many years before 
by Simon Marim^ vid. An, 1612. when with a Telefcope he fearch'd 
for the Sate Hits ot Jupiter 5 and obferved their motions 5 alledging 
for proof hereof^ the faid Authors own words, out of his own Book, 
De Umdo J'ovtdi^ publiflit An. 1614. And farther fliews , that 
it hath formerly appeared (about 150. years ago) and been taken 
notice off by an expert, though Anonymous>Aftronomer 5 whofe

This Author, having firfldifcourfedof that Royal Pailace the 
Louwe , and the Defigns of finifliing it 5 pafTes on to the Art of 
Picturing y and treats of the three principal things , wherein a good 
Mafterof the Art muft excel , ^'/V. the Compofition ^ Defigning^ 
and Laying on of Colours 5 which done ^ he ravels into the OH- 
gine 3 and deduces the Progrefs of Painting , and relates what is 
moft remarkable in the Lives of the Antieat Painters : And among 
many particulars , he obferves in the Life of Andrews de Sarte^ 
how difficult it is , to judge well of a Piaure 5 relating,that a Duke 
of Mantua 5 having obtained of Clement VI L a Pourtrait of 
Leo X; which had been done by RafhaelUrhin^ . and was at Flo- 
rence, thofe -of that Town being unwilling to lofe fo excellent a 

piece., 
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piece 5 caufed a Copy thereof to be made by the faid Andreas de 
Sarte ^ which they fentinftead of the Original. This Copy was 
foperfed, thzt^ulio Romano^ who had been bied and taught by 
Raphael > and was one of the beft Painters of Italy ^ took it for an 
Original^ and would never have been undeceived, if one Fafari- 
had not alfured him y that it was but a Copy 5 which himfelf had 
feen made ^ and had not fliewM him certain marks 5 that were there 
put to.difcriminate it from the Original. 

In the Sec0ndV^2xty the Author has fet down all that is requifite 
to judge and difcourfe well of Painting, But^ to add Examples 
to Precepts ^ he difcourfes of the Modern Painters , and making a 
Defcription of their beft Works , he takes occafion to obferve^ 
what Is there found moft excellent , and to fhew ^ how they have 
put in;pra<aice the Rules of Art. He treats alfo of the declining of 
Painting;, and affirms, that nothing confiderable hath been done 
in it from the time of Conflantm^ till 4^. 1 240. whenone, Cima- 
hue^ began to raifc this Art again. After this , he gives a Lift of 
thepainters ^that fince have been famous for their Works , pre- 
ferring-before all others , RafhaelUrbw. The laft of all is the a« 
bove-mention d Andre deSartes , who died. An. 1530. and whom 
the liberality of Francis I, had drawn into France.
